Cowbridge Athletic 
Club's war memorial 
gates are reopened 


COWBRIDGE Athletic 
Club was the setting for 
a unique and moving 
occasion on September 
29, when Secretary of 
State for Wales, Alun 
Cairns, MP for the Vale 
of Glamorgan, officially 
re-opened the newly- 
refurbished Fred Dunn 
Memorial Gates, at the 
club entrance off The 
Broad Shoard, 
Cowbridge. 

The gate re-opening 
ceremony was the final act in a 
service of dedication for a 
memorial that honours former 
members of the club who have 


died in war. An adjacent 
pedestrian gate has been 
augmented with a bronze 
memorial plaque listing those 
members who have lost their 
lives in conflict. 

Funding for the work 
carried out on the gates was 
provided by The Heritage 
Lottery Fund, Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian Town Council, 
and club members’ donations. 

The gates were first hung in 
1960 to mark the huge 
contribution made by cricketer, 
Fred Dunn, towards the revival 
of the club after the First 
World War. 

Over the years, the elements 
had taken their toll on the 
gates but now they are fully 
restored. Today, the club 


encompasses cricket, rugby, 
squash and tennis sections. 

A large gathering of club 
members, friends and invited 
guests witnessed a moving 
commemorative event 
including Jeffrey Bird, 
president of the Cricket Club, 
Alun Cairns MP, Jane Hutt 
AM and the Mayor of 
Cowbridge with Llanblethian, 
Coun Sian Vaughan, 
accompanied by her consort, 
Mr Robert Vaughan. 

Honouring the sport played 
by Fred Dunn, the game of 
cricket was represented by 
former president of Glamorgan 
County Cricket Club, David 
Morgan, along with Hugh 
Morris and Peter Hybart, chief 
executives of Glamorgan CCC 


and Cricket Wales respectively. 

It was particularly poignant 
that Mrs Judy Davies was able 
to attend, as her brother, Roy 
Watts, who lost his life in 
1941, is among those named 
on the memorial plaque. 

The club was also honoured 
that Mrs Clarke, mother of 
Tom, who died in Afghanistan 
in 2014, was able to attend. 

Dr Andrew Hignell, 
historian and scorer at 
Glamorgan CCC, enthralled 
the audience with an illustrated 
talk on how the First World 
War had affected the county, 
its sports clubs and 
personalities.

I FEEL I must respond to the 
decision of the local authority 
regarding the proposed re-siting of 
the pupil referral unit (PRU) at 
Llantwit Major. 

I say ‘proposed’ tongue-in-cheek, as it seems it is 
pretty much a done deal and that by the time 
service users, staff and other interested parties are 
‘consulted’ it will be too late to reverse decisions 
already taken. 

I worked for several years with young people 
who were excluded from mainstream school, and, 
although fortunate to be offered a placement at the 
PRU, were often reluctant to take up the place, for 
whatever their reason. 

I found the accessibility of the Amelia Trust 
Earm, one day a fortnight, to be a huge incentive to 
encourage them to attend. The therapeutic nature 
of the provision can surely never be mirrored in 
Llantwit Major, nor can the natural environment. 

I have heard health and safety issues being 
mentioned as one of the reasons for the move but 
feel the risks in Llantwit Major, such as the cliffs, 
the proximity to the railway and bridge over, and 
the busy road so close to the proposed site, herald 
far more of a risk to students than the current PRU 
site. 

I also question if basing the new PRU on the 
same site as a primary school and in a single storey 
building that would allow angry or anxious 
youngsters opportunity to climb on to vent their 
frustration, or seek the attention they can often 
crave, is a safe option for themselves - or other 
service users within the complex. 

The fact that current provision is generally five 
days per week, and that this is likely to be cut to 
just three days, can only be a negative in students’ 
lives. 

The further harsh reality, that only two of these 
three days will be overseen by educational staff, 
and that the youth service will cover the third day, 
can only be disruptive and counter-productive. 

The young people at the PRU are currently

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The route then 
followed the Taff Trail 
crossing the curved 
Cefn Coed viaduct, 
before continuing along 
the track of the 
redundant Brecon and 
Merthyr Railway 
(known as the 
‘Breakneck and Murder 
Railway’ in its heyday 
because of the steep 
gradients and occasional 
accidents), to pass the 
old Pontsarn station 
platform - which once 
handled many thousands 
of passengers during the 
summer months. 

The Pontsarn viaduct 
was then traversed, 
shortly before the 
walkers left the disused 
line to descend into the 
valley, eventually 
reaching the small 
village of Vaynor. 

Here, St Gwynno’s 
churchyard was visited 
to see the grave of 
ironmaster Robert 
Thompson Crawshay 
with its 10 ton slab of 
Radyr sandstone and 
‘God Forgive Me’ 
inscription.

We recognise the 
responsibility we have 
all had to make sure 
devolution delivers a 
positive difference to the 
people, communities and 
businesses we represent 
and serve. 

Carwyn Jones, our 
First Minister, reflected 
on the impact of the 


National Assembly in his 
speech to the Institute of 
Welsh Affairs on 
September 18, when he 
said: “It means that the 
people in Wales have 
much more of a say in 
the services they receive 
and Wales is richer for 
that.” 

I certainly feel that 
spirit when I meet 
constituents who have 
influenced our policies 
on organ donation.

Local health board may 
face bail-out’ — Tory AM’s claim 


VALE residents will be 
concerned at the prospect 
of Cardiff and the Vale 
University Health Board 
requiring a Welsh 
Government bail-out, 
South Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies has 
said. 

In March, Cardiff and the Vale 
was one of four Welsh health 
boards reported to be 
overspending - with a deficit of 
£31 million forecast for 2016-17. 


In the Senedd, the Welsh 
Conservative leader raised the 
issue with the First Minister - 
asking whether the health boards 
were on target to achieve a 
balanced budget. 

In response, Carwyn Jones AM 
said he “expected” to see 
improvements - but failed to rule 
out bail-outs. 

The Welsh Government had 
previously insisted no health 
board would be bailed out - when 
the figures were first released, Mr 
Davies said. 

“Residents across the Vale will 


be concerned about the 
management of their health 
services - when the health board 
responsible is unable to balance its 
own books. 

“Despite previous assurances to 
the contrary - the First Minister 
refused to confirm that a bail-out 
would not be required - and this 
lack of confidence will alarm 
people. 

“It is clear there are serious 
issues that need sorting - and the 
current situation is completely 
unacceptable,” Mr Davies added.

BEING confronted 
by a huge grizzly 
bear is among 
everyone’s greatest 
fears - but that’s 
just what happened 
to a Barry Island 
couple recently. 

Ron and Geraldine 
Powell experienced that 
unexpected start to their 
walking holiday in the 
Canadian Rockies. 

Local author and 
public speaker, Ron, 
who served in the RAF 
for 32 years, told The 
GEM: “Preparing to set 
out on our first walk to 
the Stanley Glacier in 
Banff National Park, our 
small group gathered by 
a wooden bridge which 
spans the Vermilion 
River. 

“Suddenly, someone 
shouted, ‘Bear!’ and 
there, no more than 15 
yards away on the other 
side of the shallow river, 
was an enormous grizzly 
bear. 

“My initial feeling 
was excitement, because 
although the brochure 
had mentioned bears. I’d 
taken it with a pinch of 
salt, thinking the 
chances of actually 
seeing one were pretty 
remote! How wrong 
could you be? 

“But the commanding 
voices of our previously 
mild-mannered guides 
left us in no doubt of the 
danger the grizzly posed.

“It could have crossed 
the stream in a couple of 
strides. The guides 
raised the bear sprays 
they always carried and 
ushered us back to our 
vans.” 

But then, to the horror 
of Ron, Geraldine and 
members of the party, 
they spotted two young 
women on the same side 
of the bank as the bear, 
and no more than five 
yards away from it. 

Ron said: “They 
hadn’t seen it. When 
they did, the inevitable 
happened. Despite our 
guides telling them to 
back away slowly, they 
screamed and ran for the 
bridge... In the end, we 
all survived, although 
the guides were visibly 
shaken. 

“Bears rarely attack 
larger groups, but they 
can react unexpectedly 
when surprised, and the 
two young women had a 
very narrow escape.” 

Bears are the 
dominant male in Banff 
National Park, and are 
known as ‘The Boss’. 


Rockies, close up! 

“Our guides said the 
bear was preparing for 
hibernation and likely to 
be close to his maximum 
weight of 325kg, or 51 
stone.” 

Ron and Geraldine 
spent two weeks walking 
in the Rockies, flying in 
and out of Calgary. They 
spent four nights in 
Banff, four in Jasper, 
three in lake Louise and 
three in Kananaskis. 

Ron added: “The Boss 
wandered up the track 
we’d planned to use, so 
we had to make 
alternative plans for that 
day’s walk. 

“It was quite a start to 
our holiday, and I’m 
pleased to say there were 
many more wildlife 
encounters, although 
none quite as exciting as 
that first one.”

THE Vale Council has refuted 
a Plaid Cymru claim that lack 
of investment in Cosmeston 
Park could result in the 
closure of viewing areas. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Chris 
Franks told The GEM he was shocked 
to see a viewing area had been fenced 
off, due to a lack of maintenance. 

He explained: “The Conservatives 
seem to be starving the park of 
maintenance funds. What is going on? 

“The council also seem to have 
been hoping that they could reduce 
facilities without a public debate. 

“It is a wonderful facility, where 
families can visit and there is a great 
amount of wildlife. 

“Plaid wonders what else they 
intend to close on the quiet. I can’t 
imagine that the council would run 


down areas in Cowbridge and the 
rural villages, as is happening at 
Cosmeston.” 

Vale Council cabinet member Coun 
Jonathan Bird said the viewing 
platform had been “undercut by the 
lake”. 

“Unfortunately, this isn’t practical 
to repair and so it will be removed.” 

Coun Bird added that there is set to 
be considerable investment in other 
areas of the park. 

“The council has secured a 
£105,000 grant for new educational 
facilities at the location and has set 
aside an additional £21,000 as match 
funding. 

“This represents a very significant 
increase in funding for Cosmeston 
this year.”

plays Milne, who leaves 
Fondon to move to the 
countryside along with 
his party-loving wife 
Daphne (Margot Robbie) 
and while there starts to 
spin fanciful yarns about 
stuffed animals 
belonging to his son, 
Christopher (Will 
Tilston). 

These stories become 
hugely successful, and 
Milne and his family 
soon become swept up 
in the instant success of 
the books, but behind 
the success lies 
unhappiness... 

The tumultuous lives 
of writers, and how it is 
reflected in, and 
influences, their work 
has become a cinematic 
trope in recent years, 
with many films looking 
at the lives of those who 
have created some of our 
most well-known and 
beloved books. 

Arguably, A A Milne’s 
creation of Winnie The 
Pooh is the most 
beloved of all children’s 
books, with characters 
and stories so warmly 
and tenderly told that 
you would imagine 
Milne’s life would be as 
idyllic as the lives of 
those in Hundred Acre 
Wood. 

It most certainly was 
not, as Goodbye 


Christopher Robin tells 
us, however, while it 
tries to tackle many 
aspects of Milne’s life, 
and does so in a 
heartwarming manner; 
it’s a little too twee and 
stilted to really shine. 

It certainly crams a lot 
in - Milne’s (then 
undiagnosed) PTSD 
after his service in the 
Great War and his 
subsequent anger at the 
machinations of war and 
those who instigate it; 
his prickly relationship 
with his wife, who 
begrudgingly moves to 
the country as Milne 
seeks solace aware from 
the city; and his 
relationship with his son, 
Christopher, the source 
of Milne’s inspiration in 
creating the characters of 
Winnie The Pooh, and 
who struggles at his 
early age to cope with 
the stardom afforded 
him in the aftermath. 

So much, that while it 
certainly tries to cover 
all its bases, with some 
strands working better 
than others, it soon 
travels down the path of 
ticking familiar biopic 
boxes and (perhaps too 
glaringly) shoehoming 
in nods and winks to 
what would eventually 
become Milne’s greatest 
work.

Director Simon 
Curtis’ background in 
TV directing means that 
the film has the glow of 
a Sunday teatime drama, 
but Curtis sometimes 
skewers that with some 
neat flourishes (cutting 
from a dark war trench 
to an opulent ballroom, 
animating the live-action 
Christopher Robin into 
the style of the 
drawings) that are nicely 
executed. 

The script comes from 
Simon Vaughn (who 
made a film about the 
real bear that inspired 
Winnie’s name - 
starring, incredibly, a 
young Michael 


Fassbender) and Frank 
Cottrell Boyce. You feel 
that it’s a script of two 
halves; Vaughn bringing 
the detail and context, 
Boyce sketching the 
relationships and the 
heart of the film with 
some wonderful 
dialogue to savour. 

While neither 
disgraces itself, there 
does feel like something 
of a disconnect at times 
between the two 
elements, sometimes 
falling between the two 
sides. 

Performance-wise, it’s 
solid; Domnhall Gleeson 
is always dependable 
and he brings some light 
and shade to Milne, a 
man so caught up in the 
horrors of his past that 
he struggles to 
appreciate what’s around 
him, the inspiration for a 
work to lift the spirits of 
Britain and the world 
right in front of his eyes. 

Margot Robbie isn’t 
bad as the flinty Daphne 
(a woman unaware of 
the details of childbirth 
and who steadfastly 
denies anyone the right 
to “blub in this house”) 
but is lost in the mix as 
the story pivots on 
Milne. Kelly McDonald 
is a comforting presence 
as the nanny who looks 
after Christopher Robin, 


and whose relationship 
with the youngster 
engages, while young 
Will Tilston has charm 
and cuteness in spades 
as Christopher. 

It’s an interesting 
story and one reasonably 
well told, given the 
multitude of strands it 
attempts to tick off, but 
it suffers a little from 
trying to mesh fact with 
emotion, caught between 
two films and numerous 
plots. 

It makes Goodbye 
Christopher Robin a 
gorgeously 

heartwarming story, but 
one that perhaps plays 
the sentimentality card a 
little too broadly. 

VERDICT: The story 
of one of the most 
beloved children’s 
characters is well told. 
Goodbye Christopher 
Robin digging to unearth 
the sadness behind the 
joy of Hundred Acre 
Wood, but it feels a tad 
too quaint, even with 
some solid turns from its 
cast. It’ll warm the heart, 
but won’t linger. 
Enjoyable.

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Warning, after four 
people die on Welsh 
farms in 12 months 


AN agricultural 
risk expert is 
urging farmers to 
be vigilant - after 
new figures show 
four people were 
killed on farms in 
Wales in just 12 
months. 

Figures from the 
Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) have 
revealed that in 2016/17, 
agriculture had the 
highest rate of fatal 
injury, around 18 times 
higher than the All 
Industry rate. 

In total, 30 people 
have been killed on 
British farms in the past 
year - making 
agriculture the riskiest 
industry to work in. 

The main causes of 
death were ‘struck by 
vehicles’ (30per cent), 
‘trapped by something 
collapsing’ (20per cent), 
‘struck by an object’ (17 
per cent), ‘contact with 
electricity’ (10 per cent), 
‘falling from a height’ (7 
per cent), and ‘injured 
by an animal’ (7per 
cent). 

Richard Wade, of 


Lycetts Risk 
Management Services, 
said; “It is worrying that 
agriculture remains one 
of the most dangerous 
industries, with the high 
fatality rate far- 
exceeding other 
industries. 

“HSE’s research 
shows that vehicle- 
related activities 
consistently lead to more 
deaths than any other 
category, and that half of 
the workers killed by 
something collapsing, 
were taking part in 
activities involving 
vehicles and machinery. 
^PREVENTABLE^ 

“So, while some of 
these deaths have been 
the result of freak 
accidents, many could 
have been prevented. 
Although this is a sad 
fact, this gives us hope 
that, with better practice 
on farms and safer use 
of machinery, incidents 
like this could become 
rarer. 

“It is also promising 
to see that, although the 
fatal injury rate for 
agriculture has shown no 
clear trend over the past 


35 years, there are signs 
of improvement over the 
past five years. 

“Hopefully, this is 
down to farmers being 
more vigilant about 
safety and risk 
assessments - but we 
still have a way to go.” 

Agriculture has a 7.61 
fatal injury rate per 
100,000 workers - six 
times that of the 
construction sector. 

While 27 of the past 
year’s deaths involved 
workers, three were 
members of the public. 
The age of the victims 
varies hugely, with the 
youngest being three and 
the oldest, 80. The 
youngest worker to be 
killed was 18. 

In Wales, there have 
been four deaths in the 
past year. 

Nearly half of the 
workers killed in 
agriculture were over 65 
(13 out of 27 deaths) and 
more than 85 per cent of 
workers killed were over 
the age of 45. 

Richard added: “What 
strikes me is the high 
death rate of older 
workers. Health and 
safety is a fundamental 
requirement of any 
farming operation, no 
matter how small or 
well-established it is. 


and minimising risk 
should be top priority. 

“It is also alarming 
that self-employed 
farmers make up a large 
proportion of deaths; 67 
per cent - 20 out of 30 - 
of those who died on 
farms were self- 
employed, while 23 per 
cent were employees and 
10 per cent were 
members of the public. 

“There is a danger 
that farmers who work 
for themselves harbour a 
perception that they do 
not need to carry out the 
necessary risk 
assessments or abide by 
the health and safety 
regulations, as they don’t 
have any employees. 

But, as this research 
shows, this can have 
devastating 
consequences. 

“It is imperative that 
farmers take health and 
safety seriously and do 
their utmost to protect 
themselves, their 
employees and the 
public, as well as 
procuring 

comprehensive insurance 
cover in case a tragic 
incident like this does 
occur.”

THE Vale Council was 
recently ranked the highest 
performing local authority 
in Wales for the third year 
running, writes a GEM 
REPORTER. 

The verdict, which was 
contained in the 2016-17 local 
government performance bulletin, 
compiled by Data Unit Wales, was 
welcomed by the current Leader 
of the Vale Council, Coun John 
Thomas, and also Coun Neil 
Moore, the former Vale Leader. 

Eollowing May’s local 
elections, Coun Thomas has led a 
Conservative administration with 
the support of an independent 
councillor. 

Prior to that, the council was 
led by Coun Moore, who headed 
up a Labour-Llantwit Eirst 
Independents administration. 

Data Unit Wales is an 
independent organisation and the 
performance bulletin assesses 
Welsh councils’ performance in 25 
high priority areas such as 
education, housing, transport and 
highways, planning and leisure 
services. 

The Unit ranks all councils in 
Wales into one of four groups, 
based on their performance for 
each of the 25 areas under the 
spotlight. 

The Vale Council was ranked in 
the top group of councils for more 
than half of these, 52 per cent, and 
performed better than the national 
average in 68 per cent of all 
measures. 

The council was still able to 
improve in nearly half (44 per 
cent) of the areas scrutinised. 

It recorded perfect performance 


in three key areas of its work 

Of these, the authority recorded 
the best performance in Wales for 
two areas: no Tooked-after 
children’ left compulsory 
education, training or work-based 
learning without an approved 
external qualification; and 100 per 
cent of ‘special education needs 
statements’ were issued within 26 
weeks. 

Rob Thomas, the council’s 
managing director, described 
being ranked the best performing 
local authority in Wales for the 
third year running was “an 
unprecedented achievement”. 

The current Leader of the Vale 
Council, Coun John Thomas, said: 
“In recent months, I have made 
clear my determination that this 
council will lead from the front in 
tackling the big issues that face 
local government in Wales, and 
ensuring the people of the Vale 
benefit from our efforts. 

“Having topped the table now 
for three years, I am absolutely 
certain we will achieve this.” 

Eormer Leader, Neil Moore, 
who now leads the Labour group 
on the Vale Council, said it 
demonstrated the hard work put in 
by Labour members and their 
colleagues from Llantwit Lirst. 

He said: “I am absolutely 
delighted that yet again, and for 
the third year running, the Vale 
Council has been identified as the 
Best Performing Council in Wales. 

“The evaluation covered the 
last financial year, when Labour 
were in control of the council”, he 
pointed out. 

“It was my privilege to have 
been the Leader of the Council for 
five years, and I am even more 


pleased that this result shows how 
committed I and my Labour and 
Llantwit Lirst colleagues were in 
ensuring the council provided the 
best services it could, despite the 
cuts in funding from the Tory 
Government in Westminster.” 

He continued: “It is also very 
pleasing to note that for the five 
years Labour were in control, we 
were the best council in Wales for 
the last three years.

KNOW YOUR 
RIGHTS 


T hese days, 
more and 
more couples 
are choosing to live 
together and bring 
up their children 
without marrying. 

Sadly, some of those 
relationships will fail. 
This is a feature of our 
modem society that is 
here to stay. 
Unfortunately, current 
cohabitation law is 
failing to provide people 
with the rights some 
mistakenly think they 
have. 

In 1996, there were 
1.5 million cohabiting 
couple families in the 
UK. Two decades later, 
in 2016, there were more 
than 3.3 million. 

Cohabiting couple 
families account for 17 
per cent of all families in 
the UK - 3.2 million of 
these couples were 
opposite sex couples and 
87,000 were same sex. 

At present, there is no 
distinct law regulating 
cohabitation rights and 
shared assets (property 
for example). We would 


recommend that when 
you buy your home 
together, you register it 
in both names and also 
consider a cohabitation 
agreement. 

It is a myth that 
cohabitating partners 
have similar legal rights 
to those of a married 
couple.

National competitions 
offer Welsh chefs the 
chance to become a star 


AMBITIOUS chefs looking to make a 
name for themselves within Wales and 
internationally are being sought for two 
prestigious competitions launched 
recently. 

The road to winning the coveted National and 
Junior Chef of Wales titles begins with two regional 
finals to be held in November. The two winners and 
the two best runners up will qualify for the finals to 
be held at the Welsh International Culinary 
Championships (WICC) at Grwp Llandiillo Menai, 
Rhos-on-Sea next February. 

First, chefs must get their entries in to the 
Culinary Association of Wales (CAW) by the 
October 31 deadline. The entry forms may be 
downloaded at: 

http: //w w w. welshculinary as sociation .com/ index .ph 
p/competitions/ 

From the entries, which must include the chef’s 
own creative menu for a three-course dinner, a 
panel of judges will select regional finalists, who 
will be given three hours to serve up a three-course 
dinner for four people. 

To qualify for the competitions, chefs must be of 
Welsh descent, or work or study in Wales. National 
Chef of Wales entrants must be over the age of 23 
and Junior Chef of Wales competitors must be 
between the ages of 17 and 23 years on February 1, 
2018. 

The Junior Chef final will be held on Monday, 
February 12, the first day of the WICC, followed 
by the National Chef final on Thursday, February 
15. In addition to the title, the national chef winner 
will receive a study tour to Holland with Koppert 
Cress, £250 worth of Churchill products and an 
engraved set of knives made by Friedr Dick. 

The Junior Chef of Wales winner will receive a 
week’s work experience with Simon Radley, 
executive chef at the Chester Grosvenor Hotel and 
Spa and a set of engraved knives from Friedr Dick. 
He or she will also automatically qualify for the 
Craft Guild of Chefs’ Young National Chef of the 
Year contest. 

Next year’s WICC is set to bring all the nation’s 
culinary competitions together in one venue for the

plans aid Welsh 
medium schools?

During a debate at the 
National Assembly, he 
welcomed a statement 
from Education 
Secretary, Kirsty 
Williams AM, on the 
future development of 
education in Wales.

He said: “I am 
pleased to have two 
excellent Welsh-medium 
schools in my 
constituency: Ysgol 
Llangynwyd serves the 
west, and Llanhari 
serves the east - but 
both will find difficulty 
in finding sufficient 
numbers of chemistry, 
maths and physics 
teachers, and so on. 

“With increasing 
demand for high-quality 
Welsh-medium 
education in all subjects, 
how are we ensuring 
that we improve 
educational standards 


for all children and 
young people, 
particularly in the 
mother tongue of 
Wales?” 

Ms Williams agreed 
and said: “If we’re to 
have an equitable 
education system, we 
need to ensure that 
children have equal 
chances, whether they 
are in English-medium, 
Welsh-medium, or 
bilingual provision. 

“That’s one of the 
reasons to make a 
decision about slowing 
the curriculum 
introduction down 
slightly, so that we can 
address the needs, 
specifically in the 
Welsh-medium sector. 

“There are a number 
of programmes in which 
we can do that, 
including alternative 
routes into teaching for 
more mature students, 
maybe developing 
people who are working 
in a learning support 
capacity. 

“It’s about increasing 
our secondment schemes 
so that people who have 
language capabilities 
can have a break from 
school to develop them 
further.”

THIS was the year 
that Bridgend’s 
John Flint, now a 
successful trainer, 
saddled his first 
point-to-point 
winner. 

It was also the year 
that boy wonder, 
Ogmore-by-Sea’s 
Christian Williams, who 
went on to become a 
leading National Hunt 
jockey and who is now a 
National Hunt trainer, 
rode his first treble, and 
it was also the year that 
your correspondent was 
banned from attending 
the Ban wen Miners’ 
races. Correspondence 
on this matter was still 
continuing in the article 
below. 

I am happy to report 
now that Bill Hancock, 
who banned me, and I 
now get on very well. In 
my younger days as a 
Roath (Cardiff) Harrier, 

I often competed against 
Swansea Harrier Bill in 
cross-country races. 

Under the heading, 
‘Young Williams 
delivers hat-trick’ this is 
what I had to say in The 
GEM: 

“Sixteen-year-old 
Christian Williams from 
Ogmore was in brilliant 
form at the Tredegar 
Earmers’ Hunt 
Steeplechases at 
Bassaleg on Saturday, 
riding his first-ever 
treble with Kinnefad 
King (restricted), Africa 
Warrior (confined) and 
Anorak (association club 
race). 

“He rode a waiting 
race on Kinneford King 
to score by six lengths 
from Rymin Thyne, then 
half an hour later, aboard 
African Warrior, he held 
off the strong late 
challenge of Boring to 
win by a length. 

“But it was on 
Anorak, that he rode a 
sensational finish when 
getting up on the long 
run- in to beat Stirling 
Buck by a neck. 

"'Anorak, who 
survived a bad mistake 
at the eighth, was a first 
winner for owner/trainer 
John Elint who, like 
Kinnefad King’s owner 
Robert Jones, is a 
Margam steelworker. 

“Williams,who rides 
out for Newport trainer 
Jimmy Neville, weighs 
out at eight-and-a-half 
stone and is the first 16- 
year-old to have ridden a 
treble. 

“He has ridden seven 
winners this season and 
has a bright future ahead 
of him.” 

In the mixed open, 
Robert Rowsell’s River 
Room confirmed the 
form with Creme 
Supreme, whom he had 
beaten a fortnight earlier. 
On that occasion. River 
Room had won by 25 
lengths. 

However, this time 
the fast-finishing Creme 
Supreme narrowed it 
down to 10 lengths 
without troubling the 
winner. 

Basincroft was made 
an odds-on favourite to 
win the intermediate but 


could only finish a well- 
beaten fourth behind 
Heather Knott’s Nick 
The Biscuit, confidently 
ridden by David 
Mansell. 

Lambourn trainer Dai 
Williams, who hails 
from Risca, won the first 
division of the open 
maiden with his six- 
year-old mare Minibelle.

COWBRIDGE 
RFC continued 

their winning start 
to the season with a 
well-deserved 
victory at Hirwaun 
last Saturday. 

On a damp, gloomy, 
muddy afternoon, 

Cowbridge started with a 
bang when the Hirwaun 
kick-off failed to reach 
the 10 metre mark and 
from the ensuing scrum, 
Cowbridge took the ball 
up to the home side’s 22.

THE monthly 
meeting of the 
Glamorgan 
Farmers’ Golf

champion James Braid, 
this historic heathland 
course has attracted 
many top players over 
the years with the 
legendary Henry Cotton 
quoted as saying he had 
travelled the golfing 
world and with its 
breathtaking views had 
never seen such golfing 
beauty as witnessed at 
this par 72 course. 

Suitable for golfers of 
all levels of skill and 
experience, it seemed the 
perfect venue for the 27 
who gathered in the 
clubhouse prior to 
starting their round, all 
attempting to win the 
Arthur John & Co Cup 
and collect one of the 
very valuable prizes, 
including the traditional 
pair of green wellingtons 
provided by generous 
sponsor Dai John. 


at the breakdown, there 
were frequent penalties

As time wore on the 
Cowbridge scrum

resulted in Freddie Harris 
showing the defence a 
clean pair of heels as he 
sprinted over for a fine 
try which Wright 
converted. 

Cowbridge were soon 
on the scoreboard again 


Geraint Davies, despite 
scoring only six points 
on the first six holes and 
a total of 13 on the front 
nine, made a remarkable 
recovery over the last 
nine holes. 

Dropping only five 
shots to par on the back 
nine Geraint finished 
with 33 points and with a 
better back nine than Dai 
John was declared the 
overall winner. 

Nearest the pin on the 
par-3 holes were Dan 
Jarvis, .John Caines and 
Peter Jenkins, whose 
score of 30 points was 
good enough to win the 
guest’s prize just ahead 
of Colin Morris. 

Hugh Williams won 
the longest drive prize 
and Brian Lakin returned 
home with the Watts &

Will Williams came 
close after great turnover 
ball by Bater, followed 
by a Hirwaun yellow.

A clever kick by 
Summerhayes took 
Cowbridge within 10 
metres of the try line as 
the ball was spun out 
again to Tom Harrison 
who charged through the 
Hirwaun defence for his 
third try of the season; 
Wright converted. 

Cowbridge tried 
desperately for the bonus 
point try but deep into 
added time it was 
Hirwaun who completed 
the scoring with a 
converted try in the 
dying seconds, the final 
score Hirwaun 16, 
Cowbridge 27. 

The boys will have 
been disappointed not to 
have gained the bonus 
point but considering the 
conditions this was 
another solid win, 
confirming their position 
in second place in the 
league, just two points 
behind Treherbert. 

This Saturday, we 
travel to Pentyrch for the 
second round of the 
prestigious WRU Bowl, 
followed by Caerau Ely 
at home the following 
Saturday.

A frenetic final phase of 
the game once again had 
the Cowbridge 
defensive line keeping 
Pontypridd out and 
securing a penalty to 
seal the victory.
